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[ recently had the opportunity to photograph an exceptional 
specimen of the 1851 over 81 large cent. In checking through 
several reference works, I could not find an illustration which 
clearly showed the overdate, particularly the upper half of the 
8. The above photographs are therefore included and it is hoped 
they will be of some interest. 

Strictly speaking, this is not an overdate, but a correctly 
oriented date sunk into the die over an inverted date. Only the 
1 and 8 can be seen, upside down, under the 51. As Newcomb 
indicates, a later state of the die shows that most of the incorrect 
date, as well as the scratches in the field behind the head, have 
been removed by polishing. 

A similar case of an inverted date having been corrected 
occurred on an 1844 large cent.

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EUROPEAN-STYLE TOKENS 
OF THE OTTOMAN EMPIRE

During the past few years a number of important works have 
been written about the coinage of the Ottoman Turks, a coinage 
which has been almost entirely neglected by numismatists for 
many years. The most important works have been those of 
Nuri Pere (1968), Cuneyt Olcer (1966, 1968, 1970), Mine Erol 
(1970), and Remzi Kocaer (1967). A useful work for beginners 
has been written by Jem Sultan (1971). An important work is 
under preparation in West Germany. At the same time there 
have been reprints of some older works which are still extreme- 
ly useful; these have been by Adolph Weyl] (1878-1962), 
Stanley Lane-Poole (1883-1967), and W.H. Valentine (1911- 
1969). 

Little has been written, however, about the great shortage of 
coin, small change in particular, which was apparent throughout 
the Ottoman Empire throughout its existence. From its earliest 
days the Empire relied upon foreign specie, both in precious 
and base metals, to an extent unequalled in any empire of com- 
parable size. The Venetian zecchino and matapan, the Dutch 
lion-dollar, the Spanish piece-of-eight, and the Austrian thaler, 
all were in their day amongst the most popular coins of the 
Ottoman Empire. The earliest Ottoman coinage of large silver, 
at the end of the seventeenth century, took place over Euro- 
pean thalers. European coinages in base metals were struck 
specifically for export to the domains of the Grand Turk. Such 
coinages were struck for profit, but it was not the subjects of 
the Grand Turk who profited the most. During the first part 
of the nineteenth century a number of coinage reforms took 
place in the Empire, and by the middle of the century the most 
prolific mints of the Empire, Constantinople, Cairo, and Tunis, 
were all producing well-designed and well-struck coinages of 
reliable metal-content. These coins were very good, but many 
parts of the Empire underwent periods of economic expansion. 
The consequent and continuous increase in the demand for 
money was one which the mints could not or would not meet. 
Obsolete coinage remained in circulation at various fractions 
of its nominal worth. New coinage often circulated at rates 
considerably above face. The 1894 Baedeker for Palestine and 
Syria records that in some towns silver coinage circulated at as 
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much as 30% above face, and gold at 41% (English edition, p. 
xxix). The demand was to some extent offset by the continued 
circulation of foreign specie. This was often prohibited, and the 
foreign currency confiscated. Such action had peculiar results 
when there was no alternative currency available: in 1897 the 
British vice-consul in Hudeyde, Yemen, reported that dates 
were being used as currency, since the Turks had succeeded in 
excluding the Maria Theresa dollar from circulation. The 
Numismatic Circular speculated as to whether, according to 
Gresham’s Law, the best dates would be the first to disappear 
from circulation (Vol. 5, col. 2176). 

Other remedies had to be found. The first, and economically 
the most important, was the introduction of official paper- 
money (Erol, 1970). But its currency could not be enforced 
except in the main urban centres. In some places people simply 
would not accept it, and travellers were advised to have nothing 
to do with it (Baedeker, op. cit., p. xxviii). Unofficial paper 
and card money for small denominations was introduced in 
certain Greek communities in the Aegean and Asia Minor, but 
it presumably had a very limited area of circulation (Tozer, 
1890, pp. 336-7).  Paper-money with a greater variety of 
denominations was produced by some Jewish communities in 
Palestine (Kindler, 1966, II, pp. 84-90); 

A rather novel remedy was the reissue of demonetized copper 
coins of Greek communities in Europe. These coins were 
counterstamped with the initials of the local authority which 
would accept them, usually the church (Hadziotis, 1970). 
Some Turkish communities seem to have adopted similar 
procedures (Pere, 1968, p. 261, no. 903). 

The next step was the introduction of privately-produced and 
issued token coinages. Some of these were official, such as the 
well-known 20 para piece for the payment of the toll on Galata 
Bridge, examples of which turn up as far afield as Greece and 
Palestine. Many other issues were less official, and probably 
illegal. 

They fall into several distinct catagories: 

(a) bracteates (1) produced by Greek communities in 
European Turkey, Samos, and Asia 
Minor (Hasluck, 1921, pp. 72-76) 
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(2) produced by an Armenian community 
at Ermeni Keui in the Kapu Dagh 
(Hasluck, op. cit.) 

(8) produced by Jewish communities at 
Petah Tikva in Palestine (Kindler, 


1966; 1Lep. 57) 

(b) cast pieces (1) Produced by certain Greek commu- 
nities in Asia Minor (Hasluck, op. 
ite) 


(c) struck pieces (1) struck in Europe for the Greek com- 
munity at Eren Keui; these were made 
to resemble religious medallets to 
evade the law (Hasluck, op. cit.) 

(2) struck for the Jewish community at 
Beirut, without any mark of value 
(Feuchtwanger, 1963, p. 6, no. 8f) 

In this context it is not surprising to find that in various parts 
of the Empire concerns with European connections issued 
struck tokens in various small denominations. Except for 
those issued in Palestine, which have been studied by Israeli 
numismatists, these pieces have been generally ignored. The 
types known to the writer are listed below:

tHe TRANSITION OF THE .U.S...CENT 
FROM LARGE TO SMALL 


by B. J. Castenholz 





The evolution of the cent from the large copper piece bearing 
the likeness of Liberty to that of a small module bearing the 
likeness of an indian, and struck in a wear-resistant alloy of 
copper, tin, and zinc, resulted only after much trial and error. 
Many experiments were conducted relative to size, composition, 
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and design. And while the first patterns for a change in the size 
of the cent were struck in 1850, it was not until 1864 that the 
one cent coinage stabilized. Significantly, this same period was 
one in which practices at the U.S. Mint at Philadelphia were 
highly irregular, particularly as to special strikings, restrikes 
both of medals and rare coins, and other activities, the purpose 
of which was profit, either to the individuals concerned, or 
for the support of the mint’s own collection of coins. There 
were, then, two catagories of influence which were at work at 
the time of the transition from the large to the small cent. The 
pattern cent illustrated on last month’s title page appears to be 
a product of both. 

As early as 1850, a pattern cent of the same approximate 
diameter as the small cent, but with a hole in the center, was 
struck (J-119,121)*. A modified design, but with the same 
concept, appeared in 1851, (J-127,129). Further trials were 
made with the small format in 1853. In that year a cent was 
struck with the obverse die of a quarter eagle and a reverse of 
very simple design: ONE CENT in a wreath (J-149-151),. 
Further experimentation followed in 1854. Cents were struck 
in a size about midway between the large and the small cent 
(J-156-159), the motif being the familiar seated Liberty which 
was at that time used on all of the silver coins except the newly 
introduced three cent piece. Also, and of particular signifi- 
cance, large cent patterns were struck with the flying eagle of 
the Gobrecht design (J-163-4). 

Experiments with the flying eagle large cent continued in 
1855 (J-167-174). 

The flying eagle first appeared on a small cent in 1856. 
Probably the first piece to be struck was that with the eagle in 
a plain field (J-178-9). The reverse was of the adopted design of 
the following year, a wreath of corn, wheat, cotton, and 
tobacco surrounding the words ONE CENT. The next pieces to 
be struck were similar except for the added legend on the 
obverse: UNITED STATES OF AMERICA and the date 1856 
(J-180-3). This was the adopted design for the first regularly

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issued small cents. Another pattern bore the same obverse, with 
a reverse of somewhat similar general makeup, but with an oak 
wreath surrounding ONE CENT. A broad, ornamental shield 
was placed at the top of the reverse, between the wreath tips 
(J-184-5). This is the first appearance of the reverse which was 
used on the title page coin. 

The year 1857 was, surprisingly, almost devoid of pattern 
cents. One did appear (J-186), similar to the 1853 pattern but 
with a new bust of Liberty (the type to eventually appear on 
the nickel three cent piece). 

In 1857 the coinage of large cents was discontinued in mid- 
year and the flying eagle small cent first appeared. The lack of 
an extensive series of pattern cents in 1857 might suggest that 
the designs accepted for the first small cent were well liked. 
But this was not the case. 

A great variety of small cent patterns were struck in 1858, 
most of them in a variety of alloys. Flying eagle small cents of 
the Gobrecht design were struck with a laurel wreath reverse 
(J-191,196) as used on the indian cent adopted in 1859, with 
an oak wreath (J-192,197) similar to the later indian head cents 
(except that no shield was placed between the tips of the 
wreath), and the reverse with the broad, ornamental shield 
between the tips of the oak wreath appeared again, with this 
obverse (J-193-5,198-9). It is also in 1858 that the small flying 
eagle obverse appears. It occurs with four different reverses, the 
laurel wreath (J-202), the oak wreath without shield (J-203), 
the oak wreath with the broad, ornamental shield (J-204-5), and 
the corn, wheat, cotton, and tobacco wreath as used on the 
regular issue. Last month’s title page coin is of the third reverse 
type, struck in copper-nickel (J-204). 

The indian head design, as adopted in 1859, also appears, 
paired with the same series of four reverses, and in a variety of 
metals (J-208-213). 

The series of cent patterns which are relevant to the actual 
coinage essentially ends in 1859, with the striking of the indian 
head obverse paired to the three reverses, the oak wreath with- 
out shield, the oak wreath with broad, ornamental shield, and 
the oak wreath with the small shield, as adopted in 1860 (J-226- 
229).
